A NEW YEA if liAlili.

( hristm as wan never oh,nerved in Sul­ 
livan alley, from some occult ratine, with 
the same vim and spirit that m ade New 
Year’s so memorab le a festival. 
P e r­ 
haps it was b ecause there was a dim, un ­ 
defined sentiment that < "hri* trim« was a 
holier day than New Year’s; b ut, how­ 
ever it m ight have b een, the fact re­ 
mained 1 hat N ew \ ear s w as the great 
day of the year for those who inhab ited 
that narrow alley that extended only 
from one street to another through the 
middle of the b lock. 
There were trill 
tenement houses on each side of the al­ 
ley, “ doub le deckers” some of them , and 
in each lived from 10 to 110 families. The 
people were all ha rd w ork in g and hon­ 
est. 
If their hands were not w hite and 
•oft, they were strong and capab le. 
The alley eviarmed with children—lit­ 
tle girls staggering under the load of a 
b ab y and the b oyx under a load of old 
laths or coal, gathered in their regular 
tripsin search of such family necessities. 
The mothers generally toiled in their 
rooms with willing hearts, w hile the 
men of the household were aw ay plying 
their different avocations. 
The young 
daughters of Sullivan alley w ere mostly 
employed in b ox factories or mills or ut 
cigarette m aking, and so every m orning 
the alley was alm ost depopulated, to 
overflow again a t night when the tired 
workers returm d. 
Hut “ all w ork and no play m akes Jack 
& dull b oy. ’ 
Ho thought these good peo­ 
ple, and the “ residents” had ¡ill put in 
as much money as they could individ­ 
ually afford and hin d a largo room that 
had b een originally intended for a sn 
loon, and tins laid b een fancifully deco­ 
rated and was used for occasional m eet­ 
ings of the men and a “ grand annual 
New \ ear’s b ail.'

Batik is determined b y the 
elab orateness of the costume worn, and 
when once a man gains the position of 
captain his relatives will hardly perm it 
him to he outdone b y any other aspirant 
for the great honor, for family pride 
flows strongly w here the “ shooters” 
ab ide. 
The stories of individual sacrifice are 
jwisitively marvelous. 
A few 'years ago 
a young huckster b ecame in fat uated with 
the idea that lie would like to b e a 
“ shooter,” and for four years the young 
fellow worked night and day, in season 
and out, to save money for the greatest 
event of his lit'*« . 
The costume he wore 
on New Y ear’s day was gorgeously m ag­ 
nificent and entitled him to a first lieu­ 
tenancy. 
The making of the suit took 
three months, and the elated huckster, 
dressed in a worn and faded suit of 
clothes, ¡» ¡iid the costum er $500 for the 
privilege of w earing the costum e in the 
parade on New Y ear’s day. 
This money 
would have gone far tow ard b uying a 
little home for Ids widowed m other and 
four 
little b rothers and sisters, b ut 
neighb ors volunteered the inform ation 
tha t the m other was as pleased as her 
son over the prospect, and the childreu 
wore kings and queens in a province of 
envious playmates. 
A nother young m an saved up all the 
money lie could for six vear>, and made 
his appearance on New Year's day, 1891, 
in ¡i costume that gained him m any 
prizes. 
It was too gorgeous for j*en de­ 
scription, b ut the joy in his house was of 
short duration, for 
the 
young man 
caught cold and died tw o d a is later. 
Thu strangest thing in connection with 
this curious custom is the fact that, de­ 
spite the great sum s paid tor the cos­ 
tumes, they do not b ecome the property 
ot the paraders. 
W hen a person wants 
a suit, he goes to the costum er with his 
ideas, and t he hitter takes the m atter un­ 
der consideration and finally sub mits 
colored draw ings of the design. 
It gen­ 
erally takes seven or eight sets of d raw ­ 
ings b efore the “ shooter” is satisfied, 
and then tho costumer figures on the 
cost, and the b argain is made. 
The 
costumers are pledged never to hire the 
suits out again for parading purposes. 
They are ripped to pieces, am i such of 
the material as can b e used is m ade up 
again into other suits. 
The costumers 
are sw orn to secrecy rogari mg the de­ 
signs selected. 
There is reason for this, 
as the different club s have . pies out in 
all directions eudeavoring to discover 
the designs of rival organizations. 
The rivalry am ong the di ferent cap­ 
tains is princely in its m agnitude. In the 
parade of 1892 one of them turned out in 
a $600 suit and was followed b y 12 little 
lads in fancy costumes, whose duty it 
was to keep his cape from dragging in 
the dust, while another req uired 14 pages 
to carry his gorgeous tram . 
There is another class * f paraders 
known as the “ commicks.” 
They differ 
from the “ shooters” in that no m em b er 
is allowed to spend more th. n $4 on his 
costume ou pain of dismissal from his 
club . 
One captain of tlie “ commicks” 
paraded in a cloak that had a 40 foot trail. 
It was trim med with peanuts, sweet po­ 
tatoes, old b ottles and old b oots and was 
held up b y a score of b oys attired in the 
castoff hab ilim ents of their fathers and 
b ig b rothers. 
The custom is almost a century old, 
b ut the present extravagance in the m at­ 
ter of costumes has sprung up within 
the last 10 years. 
The m erchants b egan 
to offer prizes for the b est dressed club , 
and the tide of fortune turned in favor 
of the costumers, m any of w hom have

At T o’clock on the morning of Ja n . 1, 
1858, the British b rig A dventurer, from 
j the Cape de Verde islands to the river 
; Orinoco, pa -* d a small French b ark 
at a distance of ab out half a mile. 
She 
1 had b een in sight for a couple of hours, 
and her actions had created no little talk 
ab oard the b rig. W hen first sighted, she 
ha<l altered her course b y three or four 
points. 
In the course of 10 m inutes she 
was heading as l>efore. 
A 1 t later she 
was off again. 
Ir was as if her crew 
was divided as to her port of destination 
and as the crafts neared each other we 
were puzzled b y the lub tx rly looks of 
things aloft. 
She was und» • short sail 
m a fair b reeze, her y an ■» were not 
properly b raced, and our fi » t idea was 
tha t she had sickness ab oard a n d was 
short handed. 
W e shortened Hail, ex 
peering sin* would fly a signal of distress 
b ut she kept her course and did n ot even 
return our salute. 
Our mate, Mr. Hob 
son, had the glass on her as we cam e op 
posite, and In* hadn't held it to his face 
over 15 seconds when he turned to the 
captain, who had jus t come on deck, and 
exclaimed: 
“ W hy, sir, there ¡ire three or four men 
on her decks wearing the uniform s of 
Cayenne convicts!” 
The captain seized the glass for a look 
and speedily satisfied himself that such 
was the fact, and five m inutes later the 
A dventurer had come ab out and w as in 
chase of the hark. 
Let me explain to 
tha t our b rig w as a governm ent 
craft engaged in harb or and coast sur 
veys and w as arm ed w ith tw o guns on a 
side ¡iu*l a Long Tom mounted amid 
ships. 
From the surveys made b y this 
craft b etween the years 1855 arid i860 all 
the rivers and b ays along the east coast 
of Brazil were charted. 
She carried a 
crew of 11 men, and while surveying up 
the P ara and the Amazon had b een at 
tacked on several occasions b y the vicious 
minded natives. 
W e had no sooner come ab out than 
there w as great confusion on the decks 
of the b ark. Mere sail was made on her, 
b ut in a b ungling fashion, and it was 
plainly evident that 
hIiu w anted to es- 
cape us. 
I heard ( ’aptain Johnson say­ 
ing to Mr. Hob son that she was certain 
ly ¡i French m erchantm an, and he l» e- 
lieved she had b een seized b y the con 
victs at Cayenne. 
8 he was doub tless in 
charge of a sailor, hut there were not 
enough sailors am ong them to do things 
in shipshape fashion. 
N um b ers of m en started to go aloft, 
hut stuck a t the crosstrees, and such 
sails us were cast loose were not sheeted 
home to do their b est. 
W e walked up 
to her hand over hand, and in half an 
hour were within b iscuit toss, and our 
captain was hailing to know w hat was 
wrong. 
The answ er was plain enough 
w ithout words. 
W hen we passed her 
only seven er eight men could b e seen 
on her decks. 
Now they fairly sw arm ed 
with men. all b ut five or six of whom 
were in convict's dress. 
A s a m a tte r of 
fact, there were just 90of them. 
It was 
useless for them to reply to the hail un ­ 
der such circumstances, and for u m in ­ 
ute they were silent as they gazed at us. 
Then they suddenly found their voices, 
¡iiid the yell they uttered in chorus was 
enough to make the hair curl. 
They 
screamed and cursed and danced ab out, 
shaking their lists in a defiant way, and 
it must, have b ecome clear to our cap­ 
tain that he had a desperate set of men 
to deal with. 
O ur b rig w as sheered in a b it closer 
and a dem and made that the convicts 
surrender. 
They could plainly see tha t 
we were a strong crew and had m ounted 
guns, b ut the demand was r* ceived with 
yells of derision. The leader of the gang, 
whom we had not b efore identified, now 
mounted the rail, and in b roken English 
w arned us to keep off or take the const 
(¡uences. 
lie b oldly declared that they 
were escaped convicts from the penal 
settlem ent referred to, and having got 
safely to sea they would tight to the 
death sooner than b e retaken. He added 
tha t an English shij» had no b usiness to 
meddle in the m atter, and though we 
carried guns he was not in the least 
afraid of us. 
Every m an of the 90, as I may tell you, 
had b een transported for a serious crime, 
and nowhere else could one have got to- 


“ Do you mean to -ay you m urdered 
captain, mate and all hands?” 
“ YTes, all the cr-w. b ut we’ve got the 
captain’s wife and her sister ab oard! 
Now, you’ve got the news, and you sheer 
off and go your own way! Let a French 
ship pursue us 
and retake us.” 
Wo were comp 11- d to widen the dis­ 
tance b etween us t** prevent accident 
from the lub b erly manner in which the 
b rig was steered, b ut we r dueed sail so 
as to keep ab reast of her. and the captain 
and his officers descended for consulta­ 
tion. 
1 don’t know whether they ques­ 
tioned their right to interfere or dis­ 
cussed the b est method of recapturing 
the b rig, b ut they were not ab sent over 
a quarter of an hour. 
When they came 
on de<. k, we got the order to load with 
solid shot, and in 10 minutes every man 
and gun was ready for action. 
One of 
tho convicts was aloft with a glass and 
could plainly note every movement 
ab oard of us, and our captain, who was 
likewise posting us, rej» orted that the 
fellows had armed themselves with rifles 
and revolvers and were erecting shields 
against the b ulwarks.
